seph Chamberlain is now the dominant 
personage In the unionist party, says 
a bondon dispatch to the World.

thur Balfour could scarcely conceal his 
chagrin at the significant ovation giv­ 
en the former when the commons 11*- 
t*ned to the announcem ent of th* Boer 
surrender. 
On calm reflection, the ministerial 
opinion as expressed In the lobbies was 
that the Boers had got virtually every­ 
thing they demanded and 
th a t 
the 
term s accorded them left little ground 
for acclaiming a British triumph. 
The reason given for the Boers’ su r­ 
render of independence is that they are 
practically bankrupt and even if they 
could prolong the war for two years 
more they still would be unable to re­ 
constitute their states from the condi­ 
tion of ruin into which the devastation 
policy has landed them. 
Great Britain will now’ provide the 
funds for this reconstitution and the 
system m ust inevitably lead to a fed­ 
eral union of the South African states 
in which the Dutch influence m ust pre­ 
dominate.

satisfactorily th*- problem of securing 
a source of power for running autom o­ 
bile vehicles that 
will give a 
good 
mileage without renewal. 
It will not 
require expensive cars, and will not 
depreciate, and, besides, it 
will 
not 
weigh more than the vehicle that It 
la expected to drive. 
I consider that 
the battery ut the present 
time 
is 
commercially a greut success." 
Mr. Edison made this statement a f ­ 
ter a severe test of his vehicle over 
a country road. 
A run of (12 m ile s was made on one 
charge of tin* buttery. 
In another t e s t 
the machine ran 85 miles before the 
power was exhausted. 
In each case 
the battery was charged to 29 volts. 
The battery Is so compact thut it 
can be easily carried under the arm. 
It is enclosed In a steel case, about a 
foot high, the other dimensions being 
six by four Inches. 
The invention of this battery is of 
interest chiefly In view of the possi­ 
bility of Its furnishing a memo* of ru n ­ 
ning cars without nnv of the objec­ 
tionable trolleys.
